If returned as President of the 
Union, l will use the experience I 
Rained while living in the building 
this year as Secretary to put into 
effect a definite programme. Real- 
ising that the Union is due for a 
renovation both in the physical 
aspect and in the matter of pro- 
gramme, I would advocate certain 
definite improvements to the plant 
and to its administration. The fol- 
lowing would render the Union 
more useful to the student body as 
a whole:— 

1. Complete reorganization of the 
basement. 

2. Larger Cafeteria accommoda- 
tion. 

3. More space for club meetings. 

4. Billiard, ping pong, entertain- 
ment improvements. 

5. The Union and the War. 

The President of the Union ob- 
tains a seat on the Students Execu- 
tive Council. This. I feel, is an ex- 
tremely important aspect of the po- 
sition. It entails a responsibility 
which I would do my utmost to dis- 
charge in the light of my past ex- 
ecutive experience at McGill. 

The basement of the Union is at 
present in a dilapidated condition 
and is in dire need of renovation. 
The time is now ripe, both finan- 
cially and materially, for a com- 
plete reorganization and recondi- 
tioning of the floor space found in 
the basement. What is more, the of- 
fices of the B3nd are to be moved 
to the Gymnasium, leaving a va- 
cancy. The offices of the clubs using 
space there now should be enlarged

In presenting a platform, I would 
like to say that the following state- 
ments are not promises to he kept 
or broken, but are a few ideas 
which I think can, and ought to 
be put into effect, in the manage- 
ment of the McGill Union. 

The membership of the McGill 
Union is made up of the whole 
male student body of this Univer- 
sity. Whether you know it or not, 
each one of you pay $3.50 a ysar 
to the upkeep of it. Hence the 
Union is primarily the students' 
club. It should be the centre of al! 
the activities of the Campus, and 
îhould be run with this aim in view. 
Clubs and societies should have 
ready access to its faculties. 

One of the great needs of the 
Union in this respect, is the iacic 
of meeting and conference rooms. 
At present, only the Music Room 
is available. As the Athletic Office 
will move into the new Gym this 
spring, there will be additional 
space on the second floor for such 
rooms. These would be appropri- 
ately furnished and add greatly to 
the usefulness of the ••Club." 

The Union has a very fine read- 
ing room with a large assortment 
of magazines ar.d newspapers, both 
local and out of tow?., which are not 
used as much as they should be. 
There are also four pia-cs in the 
building Fellows who would like 
to keep up their music, but can't, 
for lack of facilities, should be en- 
couraged to use them.

May I first thank those who have 
nominated me for the position of 
the Vice-President of the Union. A 
platform such as this is best if brief 
and to the point, so without further 
ado. here it is. 

To me the problem is one of 
attracting more students to its use 
and thus foster that college spirit 
which to some extent has Wen 
lacking of late on our campus. 

I do not intend to promise that 
certain changes will or will not be 
made. That is stupid. What I 
promise is to investigate whether 
it is possible to bring about certain 
changes for the welfare of all the 
students. Outlined below aie a few 
points in which Iho Union may be 
unproved. 

The moats as served b.v the Cafe- 
teria are good and, are at popular 
prices. I should commend thai this 
policy bo continued, and an attempt 
made to find out it oven botter and 
cheaper meals could be obtaiued. 

U the mm\ber of students using 
thu ping-pong and billiard tables 
was increased, the cost of those 
may be reduced If 'so, it should 
ba Investigated, To stimulate more 
Interest, more extensive tourna- 
monU could bo arranged, which 
would tend to attract more students 
to Iho facilities of tho Union. 

Clubs and Societies on the cam- 
pus shoukl be encouraged to use 
the facilities of the Union ai much 
as passable. This would tend to in- 
tiùvluee Hie Union to more students 
lhan hoictotorc. A gift et Sir Wil- 
liam MuclUmald. it is inteiuW to 
be the centre of student recreation- 
al activity. 

In order lhal iho facilities of the 
Union be utilised lo a greater ex- 
tent, I should cixiumgnd a dctuute 
advertising campaign m the U.ul> 
during the term, in which the ad- 
vantages of the Union could be

His duties, ns 
laid down by the Constitution of the Un-' 
ion. .no to take the placé ot the President 
when necessary. While this is the only 
duty assigned by the Constitution, the 
Vice-President is expéeted to share equally i 
with his two confreres, the complete re- 
sponsibility of the administration ot the 
largest single undergraduate organisation 
on the Campus. 

At one time the Union, was managed 
by a committee of men rcprcseftting the 
various faculties, clubs and societies on the 
Campus. At that time the duties were di- 
vided among the various men— each being 
responsible for a distinct department. It 
was felt a few years ago that, this system 
was unsatisfactory and the Constitution 
was amended.The building is now managed 
by a three-man committee. 

Naturally with such a small number 
of men on the Committee the work has be- 
come more centralited and greater effi- 
ciency is obtained. But this end may be 
obtained only if the three members are 
willing to share the responsibility and work 
together. Daily there are matters arising 
which call for the consideration of the 
President, naturally he cannot attend to 
all these things himself and a large amount 
Of work falls on the shoulders of the Vice- 
President, The ViccrPrcsident must above 
all things be a man with enough spare time 
;o déyôtt to the w ork. 

The position of Vice-President should 
be filled by a man willing to devote con- 
siderable time and energy to the work. It 
should be filled by a man who has had pre- 
vîouî experience in undergraduate execu- 
t.vc work and a man who mixes well with 
his fellow students. Such a position calls 
for a créai deal of personal contact. The 
I'nion House Committee should no; he. m 
' our opinion, the training ground where the 
college man receives his first administra- 
tive ex-ptricnct; rather should he have re- 
ceived an introduction to this training in 
tricus Oôllègé clubt, casses and under- 
graduate societies, anc then, when he has 
had some experience let him handle tins 
' more irnporum work.

CONTEMPORARY AMERICAN I'AIN MNliS. 

On the heels of the Contemporary British 
Art Exhibition comes the Contemporary Amer- 
ican, This selection which Is touring Canada Is 
much smaller than the original collection at 
th(> Golden Gate Fair, That It Is representative 
of the best In American Art today muât be 
taken on authority. 

It is a pretty grtm picture on the whole, 
net unlike the reality it depicts, full Of mo- 
lutene»a and virility. The "American acene" 
made its appearance about ten years ago, and 
although in itself It is a wrong emphasis as 
the spirit of painting does not come from the 
subject matter, it did succeed In freeing the 
arUsts from the restraints of studio stills and 
prescribed attitudes, and It stimulated imagin- 
ation. This last is of prime importance. 

Benton of Missouri. Wood of Iowa, and 
Curry of Kansas, are the famous trio who 
crested from their regional painting three arts 
of personality. We miss Grant Wood in this 
show but Thomas Benton is there, verging on 
caricature, with his negro lyric "Romance", and 
James Steuart Curry has a strange arrange 
men*, entitled 'Swine killing a Rattlesnake" 
which Is reminiscent of an 18th century French 
classic pastoral. 

We are reminded of Delacroix and even of 
Rub*ns in Jon Corbino's "Flood Refugees" 
which is one of the masterpieces of the show. 
Firm forms of horses and humans in a setting 
ci movement and colour are rendered with 
energy and passion. It is not a painting of 
actuality but an imaginative conception of a 
state of mind. 

Many of the themes are of social Import 
such as Jacob Smith's "The Messianic Age", 
Sim Rosenberg's "Man-Made Desert", and 
îuac Soyers picture of desolation entitled 
What Next: " A scene from the Grapes of 
Wrath would not be out of place in these sur- 
roundings. 

Constantin* Pougiali's portrait called "the 
Red Tarn u a restful variation, as Is Waldo 
Pierce's "Jane". Kistellow'a figure arrange 
ment mignt be an attempt to regain the sim- 
plicity ot primitive madonnan. One of the 
most appealing pictures is Myer Abel's "Chil- 
d/en'' their wide-eyed, peaked faces topped by 
tt.'ir.di nt svet black hair. James Chapln'i bny 
practising with a «ax is a much-needed comic 
element 

The United MUles hat gradually bean grow-

and I feel that there would be 
ample space for all if the present 
partitions were rearranged. The 
floor needs relaying badly, and the 
lighting facilities require improve- 
ment. If so changed, all clubs re- 
quiring office space could be grant- 
ed more suitable headquarters. 

If elected President, 1 will con- 
tinue to sec that the present high 
standards of food and service are 
maintained in the Cafeteria. I feel 
that the serving counter in the 
Cafeteria should be placed in a dif- 
ferent position than it is at present, 
affording more room for those de- 
siring tables. This can be done at 
a reasonable expenditure, and the 
overcrowding that has taken place 
this past winter can thus be elim- 
inated. 

This summer the Athletics Office 
is to be moved to the new Gymna- 
sium. I think it is essential that the 
space thus vacated be used for an 
additional meeting room, as this 
past winter it has been frequently 
difficult to provide accommodation 
to all clubs and societies desiring 
space. 

There is no reason why more 
tournaments could not be organized 
in billiards and ping pong, and 
steps should be taken to enlarge 
uprn this winter's events. The 
Union has excellent facilities for 
dancing and full use should be 
made of them by offering low 
priced but attractive dances at fre- 
quent intervals. Changes are also 
needed in the Reading Room maga- 
zine lists to raise the standard. 

As a large proportion of the stu- 
dent body is engaged in the O.T.C., 
or some other type of Military Ser- 
vice, regard must not be lost for 
the possibility of using the Union 
to further this work. In the past 
war the Union played an important 
role in the training of McGill men. 
If elected I will do all in my pow- 
er, without curtailing the student 
privileges and programme, to again 
nuke the Union available to the 
McGill authorities for the further- 
ance of War work.
